15.—Senator Sher­ 
man arrived from Washington over the Bal­ 
timore & Ohio road at 4 o’clock Thursday 
afternoon, and was met by a legislative 
committee and escorted to the house of rep­ 
resentatives, where, in presence of the mom* 
bers of both branches and a large audience 
of interested spectators, he was formally 
welcomed in an address by Hon. George 
Washburn. 
Mr. Sherman replied in quite a 
ldng speech, in which he returned thanks 
for the renewed honor and confidence in 
having again been elected to the office of 
U nited States senator from Ohio. 
In the 
course of his remarks, addressing himself to 
the members of the legislature as a body , he 
said: 
“The tim e has arrived when b oth political 
parties should address themselves to this 
question, and prevent fraudulent voting. 
For m y self I never could see in state affairs 
thit politics should b e b rought into play . 
It is different w ith great national questions. 
In state affairs y ou should b e patriotic, 
regardless of political affiliations, and re­ 
gard this question from the same stand­ 
point. 
It is apparent tha t there ought to 
b e a general revision of our election laws. 
Ohio i s the only state in the Union tha t clings 
to the idea that counties ure too sacred 
to b e divided. 
The purity of the b allot is 
dependent upon single districts and small 
voting precincts. 
The occurrences which 
have happene I recently should convince 
n \h n of all political opinions tha t a radical 
change should b o made. 
I invite y our a t­ 
tention to the example set b y the great state 
of New York. 
In that state, in 187s*, great 
frauds were perpetrated b y a m an whose 
nam e will b o repudiated b y any party , 
‘Bosd Tweed. Then it was tha t men of b oth 
political parties wont to work and reform ed 
their election laws. 
If it had not b een done 
civil w ar would have 
b een 
inevitab le. 
Men of b oth political 
parties 
resolved 
upon 
reform ation, 
and 
it 
resulted 
in 
the *b est election law in the world. 
In the 
dispute last fall over the election they 
aw aited the announcem ent of the official 
vote, and th% m atter was ended.

A ROMAN CATHOLIC JUBILEE. 


T he P op e C onsiders th e M ora l C ondition 
of th e N a tions. 


B al t i m o re , Jan. 15.—Pope Leo X III has 
addressed a letter to all tho patriarchs, pri­ 
m ates, archb ishops, b ishops and other local 
ordinaries who have the favor and com­ 
m union of the apostolic see, a copy of which 
has just reached Baltim ore and will b e pub 
lished in The Catholic M irror. 
The pope 
decrees that during the y ear 1885, a jub ilee 
will b e held throughout the whole church, 
like unto the two extraordinary jub ilees 
held since his accession to the chair of St. 
Peter, the last one b eing in 187 0. H is holi­ 
ness, in explaining the reason and necessity 
for the jub ilee say s: 
“In our last ency clical 
letter we showed how» necessary it is tha t 
states should b e moulded in C hristian truth 
and principles, so now it m ay b e easily 
perceived b ow closely it agrees w ith our 
purpose in tha t letter, to exert ourselves in 
every possib le way to urge all men forw ard 
in the practice of the C hristian virtues, or 
to b ring them b ack to the same. 
“A state is such as the m anners of its peo­ 
ple m ake it. 
And just as the excellence of 
a ship or a house depends on the excellence 
of each of its parts, and of the fit disposition 
of these parts, even so the course of pub lic 
affairs in a nation can neither run on the 
right road nor uninterruptedly unless its 
citizens follow a right rule of life. 
The 
orderly governm ent of a state, as well as 
all those conditions which make up pub lic 
life, it depends on the citizens themselves to 
create or to neglect 
Men stam p on pub lic 
affairs the impress of their own private 
li\'03. 
“In order, therefore, that our teaching 
m ay penetrate deeply into the minds of all, 
and (what is most im portant) tha t they m ay 
regulate the daily actions of men, we have 
to make every effort to induce them to 
think as b ecomes Christians, to live as 
b ecomes Christians, not in private only b ut 
also in pub lic 
* 
* 
* 
Tho passions, so powerful b y natu.te, have 
draw n still greater power from unrestrained 
lib erty . 
W e daily see the madness b egot­ 
ten of the conflict of opinions, spreading 
further in the ab sence of all checks or 
through the action 
of 
feeb le preventives. 
The popular m anners are sadly corrupted 
b y the influence of the very worst exam pies. 
There are crim inal societies tha t are thor­ 
oughly skilled in the use of the m ost guilty 
artifices, and which impose thems fives upon 
the people, lab oring b y m ight and m ain to 
turn men aw ay from God,from the jjerfom i- 
aneo of the most sacred duties, ami the 
knowledge and profession of the C hristian 
faith. 
W ith these evils pressing in upon us 
from all s id ‘s, and which their inveterate- 
ness rend »: s more form idab le, wo are b ound 
to use every means tha t can afford even a 
hope of dim inishing the mischief done.

claim this jub ilee.”
